He said his mule 
apparently saw and heard what he did, 
for the mule voluntarily whirled, and of 
his own accord went with full speed to 
the river, about three miles distant 
when he got in hearing of the river, he 
heard a man groaning. When he got 
there he found a man had cut a hole 
through the ice and reached down to see 
if his beaver trap was all right, and the 
trap had sprung aud caught the man's 
arm, The man would have been frozen 
to death in another hour, le claimed 
that his mule both saw and heard this 
spirit. 

In the Sun Francisco Examiner of De- 
vember Sth I dind the following: 

“On Sunday, November goth, Louis 
Rrenner, thirty-five years of age, an em- 
ployee of the South Pack railway shops, 
was supposed to have died from overin-

A MODERN ATLANTIS. 

The city authorities of Rovigno, oa 
the peninsula of Istria, in the Adriatic 
Sea, have discovered a little south of the 
peninsula the ruins of a large town at 
the bottom of the sen, It has been ob 
served for some vears that fishermen’s 
nets were sometimes entangled in what 
appeared to be masses of masonry ef 
which fragments were brought up from 
the sea bed. A year or two ago a diver 
declared “that he had seen walls and 
streets below the water. 

The city authorities recently decided 
lo investigate. They sent down a diver 
who, at the depth of vighty-five feet, 
found himself surrounded on the bottom 
of the sea by ruined walls, He says he 
knows they were the work of man.

Poetry is also good through which to 
advance n utopian idea--as a sort of feel- 
er amongst the public; for when brought 
in that form it is not so seriously re- 
garded as when presented in cold prosaic 
mensure - should it receive an unwel- 
come greeting. Dut to be made the basis 
of all thought is to disgrace the art, aud 
is perhaps one of the reasons why it is 
met at present with such “ostentatious 
indifference.” Overproduction though 
is ite worst unwitting enemy in the sanc- 
tum; for there it constantly looms up 
like a sickly specter to aggravate and ir- 
ritate the critic, aud each lucubration 
seemnis to come up or spread itself before 
his knitted brow --a natural efect at the 
sight of poetry --with a blandness as if 
it was the very thing he has been seek- 
ing- when it isthe last. A lyric poem 
of two or three or four verses, perfect in 
rhyme aud cythu, and containing a 
definite thought nicely expressed, is al- 
ways welcome, But some people seem 
to think they exhibit an exceptional tal- 
ent by stretching a poem out to two and 
three and more pages of foolscap. A 
wise cap only fits him who uuderstands 
the art of brevity—and such a one not 
only stands the best chance of getting 
before the public {in print) but of being 
read. 


We do not think poetry is dying out, 
but the age commands n style compati 
ble with its unfoldment—its budding, as 
it were. Short, crisp and, we say health 
iuspiring, verses, are never oul of place, 
aud are to a newspaper what flowers are 
to a sitting room.

All church 
property is exempt from taxation, And 
still they press their claims for more 
legislation to bring the whole people 
under the control of the Christian 
Church, by a national Sunday law, and 
by so amending the Constitution as to 
make God and Christ as revealed in the 
Bible supreme-—-the supreme authority 
of this nation, It is easy enough to see 
that nothing can be safe while such a 
foe to freedom and right isin the field. 

Fifth: The gratuitous education of 
the people helongs to the government 
of the stales—to the general government 
where the states fail, In this way it be- 
comes generally impartial and perma- 
nent. 

Sixth and final: 
Give laborers a fair compe
